the negro leadership. Undoubtedly a measure of success 
has attended this effort, but whether It will break Hanna's 
hold in that section remains'to be seen. That will depend 
largely 'upon whether the Federal brigade can control 
the make-up of the negro delegation* to the national Re- 
publican convention. This is by no means certain. 
Han- 


na is a wealthy man and he has almost unlimited financial 
backing. The Influences he can bring to bear are of the 
most potential character—especially when he Is dealing 
with a mass of inpecunlous negroes. 


There is said to be a strenuous fight now on between 


Roosevelt and Hanna for the control of these southern del- 
egations, with the result by no means certain. 
Nor is 


there any certainty as to the outcome In the north. 
Th-> 


talk is mostly for Roosevelt, but that comes chiefly from 
Federal officeholders and those under their influence. 


There are, unquestionably, potent Republican forces 


at work against Roosevelt. Although his anti-trust talk 
doesn't amount to much the trust magnates don't like it. 
for it directs too much attention to the evils of the trust 
system. They greatly prefer a man like Hanna who un- 
hesitatingly asserts that the trust are good for the coun- 


try. 


Upon the whole Hanna is the best representative of 


modern Republicanism, because he was never known to 
admit that the Republican party could possibly do any- 
thing wrong. True, many Republicans regard him as sim- 
ply an unscrunulous politician— all right as chairman of 
their national committee, but wholly unfit for the presi- 
dency. These Republicans, however, cannot afford to be 
super-sensitive upon this point. It was the methods of 
which Mark Hanna Is peculiarly the master that won the 
last two presidential campaigns for the Republican party. 
If Hanna is good enough to win their victories for them, 
he is good enough to be president according to their ideals.
